Louis, yesteruay, it 
marked the highest price paid for cat­ 
tle this year at the yards and the 
highest price ever paid for cattle dur­ 
ing May of any year in the history of 
the yards. 


One load was shipped from Saline 
county. Mo., by F. W . Benning These 
weighed an average of 1577 po inds. 
The other load of prime steers was

by 
Merryfield B r o s , of St 
Clair county, Mo., and averaged 1,500 
pounds. 
One lot was fed for a time oo corn. 
but showed poor results 
W hen they 
were fed ensilage and cotton seed 
meal they immediately picked up. 
The other load were Herefords and 
Shorthorns and were on full rc?ed five 
months, with a half portion of cob 
and shelled corn and an added [crtio n 
of cotton seed meal. 
The top of the May market in 1911 
was $0.20 a hundredweight. Cora was 
then JO cent3 a bushel cheaper than 
now. 
The high pnce of corn. with the 
scarcity of drv-lot cattle throughout 
the west, are held responsible for the 
increased prices.
